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Speakers blast WM A 
and demand free press

A teach-in yesterday on the War Measures Act, organized by the Quebec Committee for the 
Defence of Liberty, drew more than 500 people to the Union ballroom. 



Université de Montreal law 
professor Herbert Marx charg- 
ed that under the present system, 
"Canada is a constitutional 
dictatorship when the War Mea* 
sures Act is in effect." He 
advocated 'that the Bill of Rights 
be entrenched in the Constitu- 
tion. Marx added that Canadian 
courts have never invalidated an 
act passed by the government 
under the WMA, although the 
Australian High Court was able 
to stop government attempts to 
ban the Communist Party and 
the Jehovah Witnesses during 
World Warn. 

"The regulations are drawn 
very broadly and are interpret- 
ed even more, broadly by the 
police," Marx asserted. He re- 
lated that police on the loolc-out 
for "extreme left-wing litera- 
ture" picked up books on cu- 



bism because they thought it 
had something to do with Cuba." 

More seriously, „ some lawyers 
will not defend -clients picked up 
under the WMA, Marx claim- 
ed, and teachers have to watch 
what they say for fear of being 
fired. 

Manon Léger, Ligue Socia- 
liste Ouvrière candidate in the 
Montreal mayoralty election, 
alleged that because of the 
"censorship of Radio-Canada," 
she was told that she "could 
not even mention Marchand and 
Drapeau or defend FRAP against 
their vicious attack." 

The day before the election 
she and others distributing leaf- 
lets at the Black Watch barracks 
were arrested, but were releas- 
ed three hours later. "It would 
have been rather embarrassing 
for them to be holding a mayoral-

extremism, says the former 
head for the RCMP Security 
and Intelligence squad. 

W. H. Kelly, speaking' to a 
Canadian Gub luncheon, said 
that dozens of foreign professors 
and students who preach political 
extremism, and any foreigner 
who enters Canada to support 
separatism should be told to 
leave the country.

The former deputy commiss- 
ioner of the federal police said 
"Canadian schools must not be- 
come incubators of terrorism. 
Who is going to say 'We have had 
enough?' " 

His audience, mainly federal 
government officials and city 
businessmen, cheered and ap- 
plauded ^en Kelly advocated the 
death penalty for the kidnapping 
or murder of. politicians and 
judges. 

He was also critical of what' 
he termed a minority view that 
there is no place for law enforce- 
ment on the campus. 

"Keeping the police off campus 
is in keeping with the general 
aims of the extremists.

At 
the present time, this is ex- 
actly the situation." 

Kelly did not say what he would 
do with Canadians who oppose 
the structures of capitalism. He 
blamed instead "dozens of fa- 
culty members who have come 
to Canada from other countries, 
as well as some students known 
for extreme radicalism long: be- 
fore they were given pormanent 
landing and citizenship" for the 
"indoctrination of our young 
people."- . . . .

. The Judicial Committee of the 
■Students' Council yesterday 
released its , official statement 
concerning the invalidation of the 
recent Senate elections. 

The committee unanimously 
decided to invalidate the election 
results and reopen^nominations 
after consideringflTpetition which 
claimed there were several 
irregularities in the conduct of 
the election.' 

The petition, brought foward 
by Martin Shapiro, MDCM 2, 
pointed out that on election day 
there was no validly constituted 
Judicial Committee, as required 
•by the Students' Society By-Laws. 

It further noted that the deadline 
for nominations was a Jewish 
Holy Day, which could have meant 
that several students were deprived 
of the chance to flle nomination 
papers. 

The main point of debate was 
the word "should" , in ArUcle 1 
of the Students' Society Electoral 
By-Laws, which reads, "... No 
Students' Society election should 
be held in the absence of a duly 
constituted Judicial Committee." 

In the Judicial Committee's 
judgment, "The fundamental 
question is whether the word 
'should' contained in the above 
article is mandatory or merely 
suggestive... Every clause must 
be interpreted so as to be given 
its full meaning and effect. The 
intention of Students' Council 
-would- not be ^ven effect; unless 



the provisions were mandatory. 

"To attribute the normal 
dictionary meaning to the word 
'should' would result in an 
absurdity, a meaningless by-law. 
A by-law having no greater effect 
than a mere suggestion need 
nevvT have been enacted for it 
can be permanently ignored." 

The Committee also cited Ar- 
ticle 13 of the electoral by-laws, 
which requires that where there 
is disqualification of a candidate 
by the Chief Returning Officer 
on election ■ day, "the Judicial 
Committee must consider the 
automatic appeal on the same day" 

The report states, "All the 
electoral by-laws must be cons- 
trued and interpreted as 'a single, 
cohesive unit - they , cannot be, 
in any sense, contradictory... It 
is 'evident then that the wiU of 
Students' Council would be 
contraverted if 'should' is to be 
given a restrictive interpretation. 
One cannot legitimately argue that : 
a Judicial Conmilttee, subse- 
quently ratlQed, can correct any 
injustice after an election. 

"There are a 'wide variety of 
remedies which are thereby 
exhausted - in fact, the only 
remaining effective remedy would 
be to invalidate thé entire election. 
Further we must recongnize that 
any petitioner , may be uncons- 
ciously penalized by the fact that 
an election has been held and the 
results have been tabulated and 
published." . 



ty candidate," she conunented 
wryly. 

He and other members of his 
department have changed the 
orientation of their courses and 
have set up a Front Commun de la 
Recherche to construct a dossier 
of the application of the WMA in 
1970, "when 6-milllon people were 
declared by 27 men to be murder- 
ers and terrorists and had their 
civil liberties curtailed". 

One of the main purposes of the 
WMA, said LaPierre, was to "up- 
holster" the Drapeau régime. 
"The most interesting thing about 
Drapeau in his defence of demo- 
cncy, except that he has never 
believed in it, is that he has not 
revealed the polb \i^ch he 
claims to have been taking cons- 
tanUy". 

Noting that before the kidnap ' 
crisis a poll showed that 70 per 
cent of the people wanted an op- ' 
position in City Hall, LaPierre 
asserted that the strategy of 
FRAP made sense, but "Drapeau 
is a megalomaniac and wouldn't 
have known what to do vdth an 
opposition". 

LaPierre also charged that the 
government wanted to create con- 
ditions whereby the doctors would 
return to work, and that it feared 
and wanted to dismantle the citi- 
zens' conunittees, the only groups 
which have been able to represent 
the working people. 

"If the Assemblée National can 
be called into special session to 
send doctors and construction 
workers back to work, it can be 
called to question the government 
about the War Measures Act," he 
declared. 

Although , he considers himself 
neither a separatist nor a federa- 
list, LaPiene denounced the 
federal government as tmrepres- 
entative of French Canada. "Those 
wiio are not with us are against 
us; we 'have now come to the 
crossing of the roads." 

McGill Sociology Professor 
Marlene Dixon affirmed that 
"repression is not new, but has 
been a constant factor in the life 
of French Canada." She saw the 
WMA as the logical outcome of 
the processes of English coloni- 
alism and American imperia- 
lism.

AN INTERVIEW WITH 

ROLAND BEGHARD

WhaU" il all ahoiii - ix iliis 
pari of the new coniiii)ini ca- 
lions in lite world - pari of ilie 
new sensory awareness niove- 
meni in llie world, or is it n'lore 
global than either of those two 
movements? 



BECH. : Mainly right now 
people are thinking about audio- 
visual communication. I'm try- 
ing to put them aware of their 
senses, and their senses as com- 
munication media used every day 
to feel the whole world globally... 
and not only partly or only from 
one sense or another. Mainly 
they are listening • TV listeners 

- they are TV seers - they are 
not avrare of thdr touch, of their 
taste, pf what they smell. ' 

SUPP. : In other words, 
media which has brougtit us closer 
to the world in a way has cut us 
off from it - cut us off sensually 
from the rest of the world. Well, 
what are you doing in this area 
right now? 

BECH. : Right now I'm a con- 
silltant. I consult architects, de- 
signers of interiors, museums 

- people who are aware or want 
to be aware of what is happen- 
ing' besides ~ audio-visual and 
what is connected with audio- 
visual. Mainly I put everybody 
aware of their senses, and if 
they are • by all different means 
—let's say I can change the 
whole atmosphere of a studio, 
of an office, of a factoty, just 



having people smell every morn- 
ing a new office, a new factory - 
let's say one morning it will be 
pine-smelling, the next morn- 
ing it will be rose-smelling, all 
the morning after it will be in- 
cense smelling - but every morn- 
ing they will feel they are in a 
new office, a new factory, and 
this is part of making them aware 
of what they are and what they, 
are in. I'm trying to put people 
on not off and in not out. 



SUPP. : Put them onto the 
world and in the worid rather than 
cutting them off and boxing them 
up and packaging them in plas- 
tic. In other words, even within 
the confines of a factory or an 
office building, if we use the mod- 
em technology, we can become 
more in communion with the 
world. We don't have to keep 
going in this direction, and on the 
other hand, we don't have to scrap 
technology - we can learn from it! 
I think this is what you're doing. 

BECH'< : Yes, mainly, and my 
approach to it is rather modem 
than conservaUve. I'm willing, 
and I'm using all the modem 
technology, to put people in a bag 
that th^ wiU react to, in Which 
they will feel everything that is 
around them. 

SUPP. : Are there any spec- 
ific projects that you're involved 
in? 

,BECH.' : Yes, ri^t now I am 
' planning with the Kelp of some ar- 




tists and scientists a new wall or 
fence for a museum in Toronto. 
This> is::a project that will be a 
fence mainly-but not as any fence 
for a building or for an enclosure 
for putting up a building. It vrill 
sound something, it will smell 
something, and it will advertise 
the museum itself and the buil- 
ding itself. 



Now, this is the main purpose 
for the fence, but afterward, when 
the building is up, we are going 
to use, - or they are going to. use 
- the fence for an open-air ohi- 
bition in the park; closing up a 
certain area for a concèrt; and 
also to advertise the museum 
everywhere there is a building, 
and the builders or contractors 
want a fence and they don't want 
to put up thdr own fence. They 
will rent the fence from the mu- 
seum for the purpose of enclos- 
ing a certain area. 

SUPP. : What ideas do you 
have for the fence - are you going 
to start out by forgetfing everythinf 
that has been done before, every- 
thing conventional - in other 
words, you. have to wipe this out 
of yourmind completely? 

BECH. : We are still going to 
make it a fence, but it won't look 
like a fence; it will look like more 
a huge piece of wood panels, 
sound and smell. 

One thing that we would like to 
do, that we cannot do right now, 
is to have them taste the fence, 
but only kids can do that - adults 
won't get invoved into that - but 
still, we have a modem approach 
to it, we want to make it a differ- 
ence. And as you know, in Onta- 
rio, most of the time now, when 
they have a project and a fence, 
they paint it up: they don't leave 
it Uke they do in Quebec,- they 
leave it grey or gr^sh of green- 
ish-it will be full of colour, full 
of designs and it will be also 
easily transportable-, from one 
place to the other. 

SUPP. ; : Well how does this 
kind of a project - what kind of 
implications are there for,people 
in thdr everyd^ life? 

BECH. : Wdl, everybody that 
will pass by this fence will have 
to react dther to look into the 
small holes • they call it the su- 
pervisor from the street - they 
will have to get involved into 
what is happening in the back of 
the fence, and they will know after 
a while that this is a new museum, 
this is what they are going to get 
for thdr money, because one way 
or another, they are paying for 
that fence and they are paying for 
the museum' itself to be set up. 

SUPP. : How about within the 
worid as it is now - building a 
fence to enclose construction is 
one thing,, but this doesn't have 
application to people - you know, 
some person's everyday exis- 
tence. How can this kind of con- 
cept turn people on within the 
context of thdr homes, thdr of- 
fices, and what would be the re- 
sults of this? 

BECH. :The main thing about 



that fence is only a contract or a 
project we got into. Most of our 
work is made for factories - for 
new factories or old ones - that 
want to get involved with the 
people that are working for them, 
and also increase production. 
Let's say we feed the people on 
lunchtime with very light meals. 

This will make them more aware 
for the afternoon, more able to 
work faster and more accuratdy, 
and finish thdr work - not at five, 
but maybe at four or three thirty. 

SUPP. : So you recommend a 
change in the diets in the cafete- 
ria, you go. into this deeply. What 
kind of research have you done? 

BECH. : The last thing I did 
was research on meals and how 
they affect us as our opening to 
fast work. And I have found out, 
as most of the people who Usten 
to us now, that if you eat lightly 
at lunchtime, you can be more re- 
laxed, more avdiable to any kind 
of work: and if you eat very much 
and a lot of things - let's say a 
big steak, a lot of salads, bread, 
and potatoes, and wine you just 
fed^ after lunch that you have to 
sleep' f<|r a while, let's say half 
an hour. This is very bad because 
you don't get the energy you 
should get from your meal; and 
this is mainly our point: if we 
eat lightly, we can do a lot more 
work than what we are used to. 

SUPP. : Aren't the people 
in these factories going to put up 
a great squawk at this change in 
thdr diet? Don't you think they'll 
go away from the bread-line 
hungry and compldning to the 
owners of the factory? 

BECH. : This is a good ques- 
tion, but I don't think the people 
in the factory, or in the office, 
will react that way, because it 
will be put up that we are not 
putting them on these diets,, we 
just want them to be aware of 
these diets and try them if they 
want. And those people who do 
try them for awhile, let's say two 
or three weeks, they will feel so 
floaUng around, so happy, so 
different than what they were 
before that they will keep on these 
diets. 

SUPP. : What vrould a diet 
include? 

BECH. : I don't know really - 
I'm not an expert really in what 
a diet should be for everybody, 
but for myself, it will be two or 
three pieces of bread, a little 
piece of meat, a little salad, and 
let's say, a piece of cheese, and 
afruit. 

SUPP. : Who Is going to be 
determining the diets for the 
factories - are you brining in -? 

BECH : Nobody, I think so. 
Everybody is thdr own judge 
aboutthat. 

SUPP. : What you're doing 
is recommending that people 
eat less, and arc you going to do 
this by handing around promo- 
tional material on this idea - how 
will you bring this idea into the 
factory? 



BECH. : Well, with every mann- 
er of communication - by signs, 
advertising, having some people 
already experimenting that speak 
to Uie people, and haWng them be 
aware of what Uiey eat. And not 
only what they eat - and this is 
what we are in now, is that we 
are trying to have the manager of 
different offices and factories • 
• the manager be aware of what 
kind of experience ' the people 
get into every morning in thdr 
office, in thdr factory. And most 
of ttie time, Utere is a lot of noise, 
which can be changed, just putting 
let's say trees in tl.-; factory, or 
let's say wall of greenish plants, 
and it will affect people sedng 
green. I know, as an artist, a 
creative one, that when I see 
green I don't react the same way 
as when I see white walls, or 
grey walls and big machines; and 
this is the main point of Uie old 
schools, when Uiey painted green 
or Ught green walls. 

SUPP. : Have you been asked 
to some work with the schools. 
It seems Uiat Uiis would be the 
primary target of any change - 
to continually stimulate Uie 
children, rather than what Uie 
schools seem to be doing, which 
is deadening thdr sensory aware- 
ness. 

BECH. : I don't think the schools 
are much aware of this problem 
right now - they are very aware 
about budgets for Uie education 
purposes, but Uiey are not avrare 
yet, or the govemment, or the 
education ministers are not 
aware of what is happening in 
Uidr schools. 

Some projects made by the 
architects ahready put the schools 
in some forests, but Uiat is only 
putting a building in a forest, it's 
not involving Uie school itself into 
Uie forest. And let say I'm trying 
to involve everybody into the 
forest instead of into a forest of 
buildings. 

SUPP. : How .about applica- 
tions for us in our homes? How 
can we become more aware of 
our environment, and how can 
we change it, let's say, without 
hiring an architect or a consult- 
ant at a gre^t expense? 

BECH. : The main problem of 
every home is Uiat it is full - 
every apartment, every room - 
is full of furniture. This is Uie 
problem that everybody has to 
face up to get away from fur- 
niture, put it outside, sell it, send 
it to the Salvation Army, have 
everybody have it, but not you 
yoursdf , get rid of everyUiing! 

Thai start wiUi a carpet on Uie 
floor, or if you don't want carpet 
just cushions. This is maybe an 
épée approach ^to the problem, 
but it is a main approach be- 
cause we are what we are sit- 
ting into or what wo; are stand- 
ing on, and it's no more twent- 
ieth century to be fuU of .. . 

SUPP. : All Uie clutter, and 
Uie structured furniture, and Uie 
levd of tables. . . I know what 
you want to say. If you start wiUi 
something bare, then we can turn 
our senses on to something really 
comfortable. 
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BECH> : Let's start again. Let's 
start to be living. Let's start 
from wall to wall perception and 
sensory communication. We' are 
too much involved into sitting 
into a chair that is no more a 
chair of today's standards. 

And let's get rid of everything 
and start up again with our own 
senses. We will be more aware 
of what is happening if we don't 
have all these thinp around us 
that we are still attached to 
every day - that we still have 
some feelings to all of these 
different things that we keep 
around. We are all collectors 
of different things and some of 
them are exotic, some of them 
are very - let's say Canadian 
furniture - they are from our an- 
cestors but they have nothing to . 
do with us as individuals. We are 
living in museums. 

SUPP. : How can we start 
living in rooms that are extensions 
of ourselves in comfort - I mean, 
it's not comfortable to sit on 
the floor. You know, one who is 
just sixteen; but I'm sure you 
wouldn't get a forty year old per- 
son Just throwing out all their 
furniture and starting over again. 
Plus the fact that it would be 
expensive. How could you do this 
without sacriGdng comfort, and 
without sacrificing a lot of money? 

BECH. : It's very easy, because 
let's think about people from out 
of America or Europe. Every- 
body's sitting on the floor, every- 
body's enjoying simple life with 
simple UUngs, not complicated 
furniture! If they want to travel, 
they Just dose the door and go 
away. That's vronderful. They 
don't need anything. ' 

Let's s^ ..we need something 
very warm in the winter to wear 
as clothes, but everybody knows 
that a yogi doesn't need^mything 
on himself to be in thiTwinter. 
And this is mainly what I'm try- 
ing to put in - if you are aware 
of what you eat, what you do, 
what you smell, what you hear, 
what you see every day, you can 
change your life. 

Let's put a personal example 
here - if I'm wearing or trying 
to wear red pants with an 
orange shirt, this is -because, 
mainly I'm looking as visual 
sensory perception is, I'm look- 
ing for. carrots. If I do eat car- 
rots at lunch, I won't need any- 
more to wear these red things 
and most of the time I feel 
personally what I need by my 
visual or my hearings. No, let's 
cut. I get involved with my 
perceptions that tell'> me what 
to eat, where to go, what to do, 
in what time, all the time, every 



day, I get that. 

Maybe I'm more aware from 
everybody, but this is it - . I 
mean, every day you are put 
into some projects, and you have 
to react to them, and I just 
try to feel them .as a cat feels 
them. 



SUPP. : Or as a child, as 
a child, that hasn't been condi- 
tioned to stop feeling. 

SUPP. : The one thing I do 
question is if the goal is for the 
individual to be^n reacting to the 
environment again, isn't it even 
more conditioning to pipe smells 
into an ofQce or a factory; aren't 
you then creating just an artificial 
environment rather than turning 
people onto natural environments? 

BECH. : Let's say that I won't 
be putting smells into air-condi- 
tioning outfits. The people in the 
factories, the union, the manager, 
.will consult themselves every week 
about their feelings, about their 
environment, and thdr global 
approach to what they are feeling, 
what they are smelling, what they 
are bearing, what they are seeing. 
And they will change the way they 
are living in to - they will change 
their own life - I'm just trying 
to give them the basic machines, 
or the basic techniques for involv- 
ing themselves into sensory per- 
ception. 

SUPP« : You would come into 
anywhere and talk and turn people 
onto the'concept and then you go 
awqr and let them evolve for them- 
selves how they want to change 
thdr environment, what to add, 
what to replace a blank wall with. 
In other words, you are not going 
to redo the environment for them. 

BECH. : If I am asked for. I 
will do it. But most of my time 
is put into consulting, and as a 
consultant, I just speak, I just 
put people aware of what they are, 
in what they are, and afterward, 
if they want to change something, 
I have some consultant - let's . 
say, myself or a sociologist, an 
architect, an engineer, a mathe- 
matician, an artist, a musician, 
a theatre designer - and. these 
people can consult them, and 
change what they want to change. 
Let's say, instead of having a bell 
ringing at five o'clock when the 
office is supposed, to be closed, 
Fm gohig to have some devices 
so that the colour of the walls will 
change instead of having a bell, 
which is less disturbing on feel- 
ings of people. 

It's a new approach to it, and 
let's say we change the^wsdls, to 
a dark red which -is Ulce 'suniset 



or an orange colour, just to say 
them that it is five o'clock, they 
have to quit their job: and by that, 
they won't rush to the door, they 
will just go away slowly. 

SUPP. : As the sun sets, they 
will have the natural empathy with 
their environment; it will be not 
an abrupt change, it will be more 
a natural change, as a man out 
hi the fields, he knows when the 
end of the day comes? 

BECH. : That's it. when the dark- 
-ness comes, or when the colour in 
the sl^ changes, they just quit 
their job, and go home. 

SUPP. : What amazies me is 
that in the affluent society that 
we live in, it has taken us thii 
long to come around. It's only 
through affluence that wc are 
getting back to what is basic, 
and cultures without affluence 
live and breathe and feel and 
smell every day of their lives. 
And here with us we've had to 
come this whole route around 
technology and here we are back 
again. 

BECH. : And-let's say that being 
aware of what is around us, and 
pollution too - let's be aware of 
pollution, let's feel pollution every 
day. Then maybe we can change 
something about it. But if we 
don't feel pollution, we cannot 
smell it, we cannot hear it, we 
just go around as stubborn peo- 
ple, and we don't get what is 
happoiing around us and this 
is mainly , what is the problem 
in North America right now. 

Everybody is putting himself 
into pollution areas where th^ 
are not awaré."^ If yoii are aware 
of what sound you are hearing, 
you have a personal reaction 
to sound and you shut your ears 
not to listen to the sound that is 
not good for you. 

SUPP. : The only way that 
these problems are going to be 
solved is not by blowing that word 
pollution up into bigger and big- 
ger headlines, it's really doing 
the reverse, it's getting back to 
the individual, isn't it? Viz. once 
the individual starts feeling and is 
aware, he will see the pollution, 
he will look, at the ground and see 
the paper and the oil and the muck 
and he himself vrill begin to clean 
it up because he'll know he can 
no longer live this way. 

BECH. : And we may come to 
the day when one person will 
have to buy a newspaper and put 
it into a bag so as not to get it 

full of pollution, full of dust be- 
fore reading it. And this is rais- 
ing the question of what is pollu- 
tion, what it is dohig to us, what 
are we involved into. 

I am trying to put people onto 
to what they are feeling every day. 
If they don't feel it. it's just Just 
too bad. I won't quit for (hem. 

I'm looking for people who are 
aware about what is happening 
around . them and these are the 
people vriio will advertise my 
own perceptions, and what I am 
trying to put them into. They 
are my best customers, and my 
best publicity men or P. R. I 
am not P. R. myself. 

SUPP. : In other words, this 
whole thing is dependent on peo- 
ple's awareness. It isn't some- 
thing you can go out and sell. 



It isn't something you can pack- 
age. How did you decide to go 
ahead with this? 

BECH. : I was involved for seven 
years now into audio-visuals, and 
thinking in audio-visuals, but 1 
felt there was something else. 
I planned in May, last May in 
Montreal, a ten-day concert, ten 
concerts in ten days. It was call- 
ed La Semaine Populaire de Mu- 
sique Quâ)écoise Contemporaine, 
wtiich is the Popular Week of 
Quebec Contemporary Music. 
At that time I had different shows 
involving all the arts using music 
as a performance or as a means 
of conunuiUcatlon, and I was put- 
ting myself into music because 
after a while I was using music 
as a composer, as an artist, as a 
painter, or as a communication 
consultant. 

And at that time, it was only 
audio-visual, but getting involved 
into music and all its uses in art 
today was a tremendous approach 
and I found out that I should put 
myself into a more global involve- 
ment, a personal global in- 
volvement.So I just '' use vvhat 
I get from that week organizing 
and funding that society and that 
week of contemporary music; I 
Just try to get more involved. 

So I got some consultants from 
different commercial fields - 
sociologists and people - and we 
gathered and we found out that 
people are not, aware and all n^ 
work for a while, for the last 
two years, was going to that 
goal, that sensory perception. 
Sensory communication should 
'be put on as a matter for people 
who are not aware of anything. 
And I just found out that this 
was my main life project. So, 
I Just put it on. 

SUPP. : bid Expo have any- 
thing to do with this? 

BECH. : Probably as a second- 
aty influence, Eicpo and some 
people - let's say, Alfred Ko- 
riyliski, who is a non-Aristotelian 
philosopher and the main promot- 
er of goieral semantics. This 
man and some others Just get 
me into that field. 

SUPP. : Non-Aristoteliah? 

BECH • '■ Because wc are living in 
an Aristotelian . society which is 
squared or straightforward. And 
having a parallel world which is 
called the non-Aristotelian so- 
ciety or philosophy is mainly 
what artists are into. Artists 
are doing most of their research 
in a field that is parallel to Aris- 
totelian philosophy, but it's not 
Aristotelian to look for something 



else. And this philosophy of Aris- 
totle and St. Homodoceah was put 
to people as a law, as a philosophy 
for everybody, but it was an indi- 
vidual philosophy which was Aris- 
totle's philosophy. It was designed 
for a man (hat was called Aristotle 
and was living in - Old Greece 
times. 

People are not aware of. that 
too, and this is -the basic way 
that they are living - they are 
putting buildings, houses, on this 
side of the street up to a certain, 
level and still nobody has thought 
that they can build up houses over 
the street. This is crasy for them 
because it is illegal to build a 
house over the street or to build 
a street under a house. You may 
remember there was so many 
problems trying to get under a 
building on De Maisonneuve street 
which was at that time, I think. 
De Montigny and, I'm not sure 
Ontario Street in Montreal. This 
is a particular problem. 

And there's Manhatten in New 
York still building houses or 
buildings all around the streets 
but not in the streets or over 
the streets except/t for the Pan 
American or some'iiew buildings. 
They just found out that there was 
space left over the streets. And 
this is what I call Aristotelian, 
which is straight-forward, square 
thinking. And when I mean square, 
•I mean Mondrian paintings, I 
mean Misvanderal architecture, 
I mean computers. Computer is 
'one' or 'two' - it's nothing else. 
It's straight-forward. It's going 
well to the point that everything 
else is polluted. 'Everything is 
polluted. 

SUPP. :What you're saying 
is that Aristotle imposed logic on 
the world - the world, the reality 
is not logeai. 

BECH. : That's true, and main- 
ly logic is very nice for everybody . 
but not for artists and not for 
scientists that are creators or 
searching for something in par- 
ticular. 

SUPP. : And really, there is 
a part of everyone that is an art- 
ist, a creator, that is searching 
for something in particular, and 
if we live our whole life inside 
of a square, we're never going to 
find it. 

BECH. V inside of a square full 
of other squares, which are chairs, 
tables, and things like that. Let's 

have a round, wonderful little 
fluffy carpet in our rooms, and 
let's sit on it and let's think 
aboutit.

Above the ordered syimnetry of 
the dty the fantastic creatures 
of our legoids; the'ezecutive, thé 
delinquent youth, the middle Amer- 
ican, the n^ddleH:lass wife; enact 
the entire ritual of life in the 
U.S.A. . • . 

Joe knows that the land is dy- 
ing - the soil is no longer fertile 
and the seeds are withered and 
diy. He. leaves the wretched dty 
of Babylon and journeys 'toward 
paradise. He must kill the young 
Gods for thdr blood will revi- 
talize the soil.
